Shopping centers arc nothing new. The idea of many services 
under one roof was being practiced in the thriving center of West 
Springfield in the early 1800’s. Ely’s store at the corner of Elm 
and Westfield Streets was a landmark for many years . 

Before the Ely’s built their store, one of the best known busi¬ 
ness men in the area was Jere Stebbins, a descendant of the Steb- 
bins family who came to Springfield in 1639. He kept a tavern and 
store which after 1802 was also the post offifce. He owned a large 
farm, manufactured earthen ware and saltpetre, and with Moses Day 
was extensively engaged in boating on the Connecticut. Solomon 
Todd,’who made brooms and carted them to Boston, often brought 
goods for Stebbin’s store. 

On August 18th, 1826 the Hampden Journal carried the an¬ 
nouncement of a new business enterprize. “Justin and Charles Ely 
have formed a business connection under the name of J. & C. Ely 
ad have lately removed to their new brick store a few rods north 
of the-Post Office.” 

In 1826 Sewell White was Postmaster and kept a store across 
the street from Ely’s. Competition was keen and he finally sold 
out. 

Ely’s new store had white window frames and was referred to 
as being “handsome and expensive.” It carried a great variety of 
general merchandise, groceries, tools and clothing. The back half 
of the building housed the “flour, meal and feed” department. 

Built into the brick wall under one of the windows was a pond¬ 
erous iron box. This was the first vault and safe deposit box in 
town. Not only did it protect the store money but many of the 
townspeople kept their valuable papers there. Thus the Elys pro¬ 
vided goods, groceries, cattle feed and banking service. 

. To all this they added yet another service, that of travel agency. 
They advertised that they would engage “stage and steamboat pas- 
safes” for travellers. Sargeant and Chapin’s stage lines were run¬ 
ning on both sides of the river and during the 1830’s the Massachu¬ 
setts, Vermont, Phoenix and Agawam took passengers to Hartford. 
Tire Elys could not in those days phone ahead for reservations but 
would give to “those planning a visit to New York, letters of in¬ 
troduction to Samuel Fraunce’s Queen’s-Head Tavern, corner of 
Bread and Queen Streets.” 

People from remote corners of the town came with horse and 
wagon to Ely’s store for their supplies, and Springfield people came 
across the Old Toll Bridge to take advantage of the many services 
of this shopping center.

gram in 1955, chairman of the 
Recreation Study Committee, 
chairman of the Town Manager 
Study Committee and is presently 
chairman of the Council for the 
Aging and a Town Meeting Mem¬ 
ber. Pie is Chaplain of the Hamp¬ 
den County Training School a 
post he has held for sixteen years 
under the direction of Superin¬ 
tendent Thomas Reidy and the 
County Commissioners. 

In 1954 Mi'. Dunn and close 
friends formed the American In¬ 
stitute of Religion a non-profit 
organization which has been ac¬ 
tive in proposing solutions to 
some of society’s most serious 
problems. The Institute was re¬ 
sponsible for forming in 1957 the 
Massachusetts Citizens Organiza¬ 
tion for Highway Accident Pre¬ 
vention comprising some 17 
bodies and nearly 3,000,000 mem¬ 
bers. The Institute Plan to solve 
this problem has been widely 
hailed. 

As president of the Institute 
Mr. Dunn lias been active in pro¬ 
moting a solution to the problem 
of juvenile delinquency and 
crime. He has appeared before 
top community officials in Kan¬ 
sas City, Flint, Toledo, and New¬ 
ark and has worked with officials 
of other communities on this 
problem. 

Since 1955 he has been a fre¬ 
quent visitor to Washington 
where his testimony on the solu¬ 
tion of the crime and delinqeuncy 
problem has been favorably re¬ 
ceived in both the House and the 
Senate and is on record in the 
files of the legislative branches. 
Vice-President Johnson, Senators 
Mundt, Fulbright, Symington, 
Dodd and Congressman have giv¬ 
en high commendation to the In¬ 
stitute solution.
